Planning the Garden. 


We are frequently nuked to give crag- 


gestlooB regarding the beat way to 
utilize tbe ordinary city back yard for 
gardening purposes 
Space dobs not 


permit of our answering such, a com 
prehensivo question for each inquirer 
and we take this opportunity to cover 
the subject in detail 


Let us suppose that your bade yard 


Is about 25 feet wide and SO feet Jeep 
It is fenced in and is pretty aunny 
most of the day 
There is a back 


gate and a walk leading fiom tho 
house to the gate 
How stall we lay 


emt our gerden to get the greatest 
amount of returns in fruit and at the 
same tine secure the moat beautiful 
effect. 


In the first place give fruit and 


vegetables the right of way using 
grass and flowers to fill in the odd cor 
ners Most of our fruit bearing shrubs 
and trees are as beautiful as any flow- 
ering BhrunB, many ot the {rutts them 
selves are highly decorative and our 
anticipation of harvest time lends a 
very tangible interest, which is lack- 
Ing in merely decorative plants 


Plant a row of dwarf pear trees flat 


along tbe south side of one wall and 
train thsrn in the espalier vine like 
form on a trelller 
Use Dwarf Seckle 


and Bartlett pears 
Along the wall 


facing east plant dwarf peaches (Craw- 
fords are fine) and train them In the 
game way Plant from four to six feet 


apart and allow frpm four to sis main 
branches to grow^ 
? 


Dwarf cherries or dwarf apples may 


be planted against the other walls, 
where they will take up very little 
room but care must be taken that 
plants near the north side of any nail 
are far enough away to get some sun 
shine 


A very satisfactory plan for the 


walk is to co\er it with a latticed 
pergola and train grapes over it. Dela- 
ware grapes on the shadier side and 
Concords on the sunny 


A s'rawberry bed 10 fePt try 20 fe«t, 


close to the pears, and three iow> ot 
20 plants eacn of blackberries, rasp- 
berries and currants will fill up tha 
half of the garden next to ona long 
side and the balance can. be devote^ 
to vegetables and flowers 


We prefer dwarf fruit trees to tha 


full sized ones because the> come Into 
bearing very earl}, require much leea 
care, and produce fined fruit In very 
good quantity 
Dwarf pears are very 


satisfactory 
Prune and fertlllje and 


spray properly ard yonr dwarf fruit 
trees will bear heavily every year 


By planting tliem against the sunny 


side ot a wall and training like nne». 
the fruit matures earlier, the treea 
decorate the wall and they take up 
much less room thai if planted In tho 
open 
The amount of edible fruit pro- 


duced will be nearly as great. Try 
some d'ftarf fruit trees jourself this 
year.
